REPORT: 

To  the  E.   W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

Another  year  has  gone,  numbered  with  the  years  that  are  past,  and 
we  are  now  convened  in  our  thirty-fifth  annual  Communication,  with 
hearts  elated  at  our  success  in  the  past  and  inspired  with  high  hopes 
of  future  prosperity.  The  blessings  of  Him  whose  watchful  care  has 
ever  been  over  us,  and  whose  strong  arm  of  protection  is  ever  around 
us,  have  been  poured  upon  us  in  rich  profusion ;  and,  in  our  opening 
ceremonies,  the  consciousness  of  His  signal  favors  caused  our  hearts 
to  swell  with  emotions  of  grateful  praise  and  profound  adoration. 

The  prosperity  which  has  so  long  signalized  our  Order  in  this  juris- 
diction is  not  only  unabated,  but  greatly  enlarged.  The  accession  of 
twenty  Subordinates,  with  which  we  have  been  favored  in  the  past  six 
months,  is  without  precedent  in  the  same  period.  Not  one  of  our 
Lodges  have  been  lost  to  us,  and  those  which  have  not  shared  the  gen- 
eral prosperity  are  very  few.  Some  Subordinates  have  been  com- 
plained of.  In  one  instance  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  appoint  a 
special  deputy  to  visit  a  Lodge  which,  it  was  charged,  held  its  meetings 
in  a  room  where  the  work  was  liable  to  exposure,  and  where  the  pri- 
vacy essential  to  Lodge  meetings  could  not  be  secured.  It  was  also 
charged  that  the  degrees  were  conferred  when  a  quorum  was  not  pres- 
ent; also,  that  one,  not  a  member,  was  permitted  to  remain  in  the 
Lodge  room  while  the  brothers  were  being  examined;  and  that  some 
of  the  members,  after  the  Lodge  was  closed,  resorted  to  a  drug  store 
where  a  dispute  on  some  point  of  law,  or  work  of  the  Lodge,  was 
indulged  in,  in  the  presence  of  those  who  were  not  members.  It  was 
stated  that  the  conduct  of  these  brothers  had  become  so  disgusting  that 
the  better  class  of  members  refused  to  attend  the  Lodge. 

The  Special  Deputy  reports  that  the  Lodge  promises  to  go  to  work 
end  get  rid  of  the  unworthy  members  as  fast  as  possible.

I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  allude  to  this  case,  that  the  Lodges  may- 
know  that  ofiFenses  of  this  character  can  not  be  committed  with  impu- 
nity;  that  the  Grand  Master  is  made  acquainted  with  the  offenses  and 
derelictions  of  Lodges,  and  all  complaints  will  receive  prompt  atten- 
tion and  decisive  action.  This  case,  with  all  the  papers  relating  to  it, 
will  be  given  to  my  successor,  and  if  the  promise  to  correct  the  evils 
complained  of  is  not  complied  with,  it  is  suggested  that  he  be  author- 
ized to  demand  the  charter  and  effects. 

The  Reports  from  the  Subordinates  demonstrate  that  the  brother- 
hood generally  are  imbued  with  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the 
Order — that  they  are  impressed  with  our  ennobling  and  heaven-born 
principles.  One  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  our  broth- 
ers have  had  the  benefit  of  our  treasury,  when  sickness  has  befallen 
them,  to  the  amount  of  $18,248.58.  But  this  pecuniary  relief  is  insig- 
nificant when  compared  with  the  sympathy  extended,  the  kindly  offices 
at  the  couch  of  pain,  and  the  silent  wakeful  vigils  over  the  restless 
sufferer.  The  relief  of  one  hundred  and  one  widowed  ones,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $1,719.87.  For  the  education  of  the  fatherless  ones,  $644.05 
have  been  paid,  though  our  free  schools  have  been  in  operation  in 
nearly  every  locality.  Ninety-nine  of  our  number  have  fallen  by  the 
scythe  of  the  King  of  Terrors,  and  $5,738.03  have  been  appropriated 
to  give  them  decent  sepulture,  and  the  sympathy  bestowed,  the  respect 
manifested,  prove  the  sincerity  of  our  friendship  and  the  ardor  of  our 
love.  Our  adherence  to  the  Golden  Rule,  "in  all  things  whatsoever 
ve  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  so  to  them,"  is  manifest  in 
the  donation  of  $1,621.25  to  those  who  are  without  our  Order,  proving 
that  Odd  Fellows  do  not.  and  have  no  right  to,  limit  the  rule  to  their 
own  fraternity,  but  demonstrating  that  the  duty  is  inculcated  as  mark- 
ing our  relations  with  man,  whetl^er  identified  with  us  or  not.

DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  MASTERS, 

These  officers  have  very  generally  forwarded  me  their  reports  in  a 
very  brief  time  after  the  officers  of  the  Lodges,  for  the  present  term, 
were  installed.  But  very  few  have  failed  to  send  in  their  reports,  and 
it  is  unnecessary  to  mention  the  names  of  those  who  have  neglected 
this  duty,  as  new  officers  will  be  selected  during  the  present  session. 
In  nearly  all  instances  they  have  appended  statements,  sjiowing  the 
condition  of  the  Lodges  under  their  immediate  supervision.  The 
information  to  be  gleaned  from  these  brief  statements,  is  an  invaluable 
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aid  to  the  Grand  Master,  as  from  them  he  can  readily  determine 
whether  a  Lodge  is  prospering,  and  works  in  accordance  with  the  laws. 
The  continued  prosperity  of  the  Order,  depends  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  efficiency  of  the  D.  D.  Grand  Masters,  and  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  Committee,  which  will  be  appointed  during  the  pres- 
ent session,  to  redistrict  the  Lodges,  and  select  proper  persons  to  be 
commissioned,  be  required  to  have  certain  evidence  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  those  who  may  be  recommended  to  them,  before  they  present 
their  report  for  approval. 

APPEALS   AND   DECISIONS. 

Very  few  questions  have  been  appealed  to  me  .from  the  decisions  of 
D.  D.  G,  M.,  and  none  of  sufficient  importance  to  mention  in  this 
report. 

My  correspondence  since  the  last  session  has  been  large;  but  perhaps 
not  larger  than  may  be  expected  when  we  consider  the  number  of 
Lodges  and  members  in  this  jurisdiction.  Questions  of  law  and  prac- 
tice are  constantly  arising,  and  it  is  not  unreasonable  that  the  Grand 
Master  should  be  consulted  and  his  opinion  desired.  But  much  of  this 
correspondence  might  be  obviated,  if  the  laws,  and  especially  our  inval- 
uable Digest,  were  consulted  before  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master  was 
required.  In  nearly  every  instance  in  which  1  have  been  appealed  to, 
my  decisions  have  been  based  on  plain  provisions  of  law,  or  decisions 
found  in  the  Digest. 

COMMITTEE   ON   GRIEVANCES   AND   APPEALS. 

At  the  last  session  the  Grand  Master  was  authorized  by  resolution 
to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  stated  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  said  Committee 
to  consist  of  five.  In  accordance  with  the  authority  conferred  by  this 
resolution,  I  appointed

were  entrusted  to  them,  to  be  reported  upon  at  this  Communication, 

CHICAGO   RELIEF   FUND. 

The  terrible  calamity  that  has  recently  befallen  the  great  city  of 
Chicago,  whereby  thousands  of  our  brethren  and  their  families  were 
rendered  homeless  and  destitute,  demanded  some  action  from  us. 
While,  as  individuals,  the  members  of  our  Order  in  this  jurisdiction 
had  contributed  in  money  and  supplies  very  large  amounts  to  relieve 
the  distress  prevailing  immediately  after  the  fire,  it  seemed  necessary 
that  something  more  should  be  done  by  us  as  an  Order.  Knowing  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  would  soon  be  in  session  I  delayed  taking 
action  until  that  body  should  designate  and  properly  authorize  some 
responsible  person  to  take  charge  of  our  contributions  and  attend  to 
their  proper  disbursement.  Accordingly,  as  soon  as  information  was 
received  tKat  a  committee  had  been  appointed  by  that  body,  I  issued 
the  following  circular,  which  was  sent  to  all  the  Lodges  in  the  State :

Dear  Brethren: — The  terrible  calamity  which  has  befallen  our 
neighboring  city,  Chicago,  has  undoubtedlj^  enlisted  your  sympathy  for 
the  many  sufferers  and  great  extent  of  their  destitution;  and  the  ques- 
tion with  you  has  been,  "What  can  best  be  done  to  relieve  the  dis- 
tressed?" It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  sympathies  of  so  many 
have  been  aroused,  and  such  general  and  liberal  contributions  have 
been  made;  but  all  this  has  been  from  the  impulse  of  the  moment  and 
may  not  prove  as  efficient  as  the  adoption  of  measures  for  systematic 
relief.  These  measures,  so  far  as  our  Brotherhood  is  concerned,  have 
been  effected. 

The  Grand  Lodge  I.  0.  0.  F.  of  Illinois,  which  met  at  Ottawa  on 
the  10th  inst.,  appointed  John  G.  Rogers,  P.  G.  Rep.;  J.  Ward  Ellis, 
G.  Rep.,  and  E,  B.  Sherman,  P.  G.,  all  of  Chicago,  a  Committee  of 
Relief  for  Chicago  brethren,  to  whom  all  contributions  of  any  kind  can 
be  forwarded,  under  the  assurance  of  a  judicious  distribution. 

Brethren,  the  occasion  calls  for  and  demands  your  prompt  action 
and  liberal  contributions.  The  extent  of  the  suffering  cannot  be  told; 
its  vastness  is  overwhelming.  No  appeal,  by  me,  to  your  sympathies 
is  necessary;  the  magnitude  of  the  calamity  and  the  details  of  the 
suffering  are  known  and  have  already  touched  your  hearts.  All  that 
is  required  is  to  communicate  to  you,  as  this  letter  is  designed  to  do, 
how  your  contributions  can  be  made  effective  for  distinctive  and  sub- 
stantial relief.  To  relieve  the  distressed  is  one  of  the  commands  of 
our  laws,  and  an  imperative  duty  which  Odd  Fellowship  enjoins.  We 
feel  confident  that  this  appeal  will  not  be  in  vain. 

Send  any  contributions  to  the  above  named  committee;  and,  that 
our  liberality  in  this  instance  may  be  known,  and  a  generous  rivalry 
in  our  efforts  to  do  what  we  can  may  be  effected,  report  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  the  amount  of  your  donation,  that  a  record  of  the  same  may 
be  preserved.

RESIGNATION   OF   GRAND   SECRETARY. 

On  the  22d  day  of  August  Bro.  E.  H.  Barry  placed  in  my  hands  his 
resignation  of  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary.  Bro.  Barry  had  occupied 
that  office  for  nearly  thirteen  consecutive  years,  and  during  the  whole 
of  that  long  period  has  faithfully  discharged  the  important  and 
onerous  duties  pertaining  to  that  position,  and  it  was  with  many 
regrets  that  I  accepted  his  resignation.  His  thorough  knowledge  of 
the  laws,  customs  and  usages  of  our  Order,  his  prompt  and  efficient 
discharge  of  the  clerical  duties  of  the  office,  the  neat  and  systematic 
manner  in  which  his  books  and  papers  were  kept,  together  with  his 
genial  and  obliging  disposition,  being  always  ready  to  impart  informa- 
tion, and  do  all  in  his  power  to  advance  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
made  him  an  invaluable  assistant  to  the  Grand  Master.  After  a  con- 
sultation with  several  of  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  tendered 
the  office  to  P.  G.  R.  T.  B.  McCarty.  Bro.  McCarty  kindly  consented 
to  accept  the  position  until  a  successor  could  be  chosen.  I  trust  that 
in  this  highly  important  matter  my  action  will  meet  the  approbation  of 
this  body. 

I  desire  before  closing  this  report  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  the 
members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  high  honor  conferred  in  entrust- 
ing to  me  the  supervision  of  the  vast  interests  of  our  Order  in  this 
jurisdiction,  and  to  my  brethren  generally  for  their  exceeding  kind- 
ness during  my  term  of  office.  In  all  my  visits  to  Subordinate  Lodges 
and  intercourse  with  the  members  of  the  Order,  I  have  invariably 
been  met  with  respect  and  courtesy,  and  most  hospitably  entertained. 
Had  it  been  in  my  power,  it  would  have  afforded  me  much  pleasure  to 
have  visited  a  larger  number  of  Lodges  than  I  have  been  able  to  do. 
This  jurisdiction  now  numbers  so  many  Subordinate  Lodges,  that  it  is 
impracticable  for  the  Grand  Master  to  visit  them  all.  But  in  my  judg- 
ment, he  should  visit  as  many  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  other  duties.  The  official  visits  of  the  Grand  Master 
to  the  Subordinat  Lodges,  tends  to  produce  uniformity  in  the  work, 
always  has  a  salutary  effect,  and  creates  a  kindly  and  fraternal  feeling 
among  the  members. 

Brothers,  very  soon,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  of  your  Body,  I 
will  surrender  this  chair  to  the  one  whom  you  may  choose  to  succeed 
me,  and  our  official  relations  will  be  at  an  end.  I  have  endeavored  du- 
ring my  term  of  office  to  keep  steadily  in  view  the  high  and  ennobling 
principles  of  our  Order,  and  in  all  my  acts  I  have  sought  to  advance  the 
great  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  jurisdiction.  Others  must  judge 
of  the  success  or  failure  of  my  administration.  Mistakes  have  doubt- 
less been  committed — all  men  are  fallible,  none  are  perfect,  and  it  would 
indeed  be  strange  for  any  one  to  occupy  this  position  for  a  year  and 
commit  no  errors.  I  only  claim  to  have  conscientiously  and  to  the 
best  of  my  humble  ability  discharged  the  duties  I  have  been  called 
upon  to  perform,  and  in  retiring  from  office  be  assured  I  shall  endeavor 
so  to  live,  and  so  to  labor,  in  our  noble  cause,  as  to  retain  the  confidence 
reposed,  and  the  friendship  you  have  manifested.

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retary  of  the  Committee  of  Reception,  met  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States  at  the  Sherman  House,  and  escorted  them 
to  the  Hal],  where  an  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  P.  G.  Rep. 
John  G.  Rodgers,  which  was  responded  to  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Sire. 

ATTENDANCE. 

At  roll  call,  all  the  Grand  Officers,  Representatives  from  twenty-nine 
Grand  Lodges  and  seventeen  Grand  Encampments,  together  with  seven 
Past  Grand  Sires,  were  present. 

GRAND    SIHE'S    REPORT. 

The  Grand  Sire's  report  was  lengthy,  but  every  line,  and  the  corres- 
pondence connected  therewith,  were  full  of  interest.  Your  Represen- 
tatives only  regret  that  their  aversion  to  bringing  before  you  a  long 
report  will  compel  them  to  be  brief  in  giving  extracts  from  this  as  well 
as  the  reports  from  the  other  Grand  Officers.     He  says : 

CONDITION    OF   THE    ORDER. 

f  "It  is  my  privilege  to  report  to  you  that  unexampled  prosperity  has 
rewarded  our  labors  during  the  past  year  in  every  section  of  the  gen- 
eral jurisdiction.  Peace  and  concord,  which  have  from  our  infancy 
characterized  the  Institution,  amid  all  the  external  conflicts  and 
tumults  of  the  world,  continue  unbroken  within  our  borders,  and  a 
generous  spirit  of  emulation  and  rivalry  prevails  among  the  brethren 
to  excel  in  the  great  cause  of  human  benefaction.  In  no  period  of  our 
history,  whether  we  consider  our  numbers,  our  finances,  or  our  work  of 
benevolence,  have  we  had  greater  reason  for  gratification." 

NUMERICAL   STRENGTH  AND   REVENUE. 

"The  Annual  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  which  was  not  com- 
pleted at  the  time  of  committing  this  paper  to  the  press,  in  conse- 
quence, I  regret  to  say,  of  the  dilatoriness  of  several  Grand  Bodies  in 
making  their  reports  to  him,  will  furnish  the  precise  figures  in  this  re- 
gard ;  but  I  am  authorized  to  say,  from  the  data  in  his  hands,  that  the 
net  increase  in  membership  will  not  vary  far  from  thirty  thousand, 
making  an  aggregate  of  about  three  hundred  and  thirty  thousand 
(330,000)  at  this  time.  The  increase  in  revenue  and  disbursements  for 
relief  will  be  proportionate.  Comment  is  unnecessary;  it  is  doubtful 
whether  any  secular  organization  in  the  world,  for  benevolent  objects, 
will  surpass  this  exhibit,  and  it  is  believed  that  but  few  if  any  will  be 
able  to  equal  it"

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AUSTRALIA. 


There  is  deep  Interest  manifested  in  the  progress  of  our  Order  in 
Australia.  The  custom  in  that  country  of  initiating  in  organizations 
and  societies  those  who  have  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  being 
in  conflict  with  our  laws,  which  prohibits  membership  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  has  perhaps  somewhat  retarded  the  growth  of  Odd 
Fellowship  there,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  time  this  question  will  be  so 
adjusted  as  to  further  "  the  grand  principles  which  are  some  day  des- 
tined to  govern  the  entire  globe." 

WEST  INDIES. 

There  appears  to  be  a  desire  to  establish  our  Order  in  the  "West 
Indies,  and  to  that  eflFect  a  correspondence  has  been  cominenced  be- 
tween the  Grand  Sire  and  J.  A.  Bebby,  of  Barbadoes,  but  no  definite 
action,  as  yet,  has  been  had  in  the  premises. 

GRAND   sire's  VISITATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  the  head  of  our  Order  has  been  untiring  in  his 
work.  He  has  visited  a  large  majority  of  the  Subordinate  Jurisdictions, 
and  the  result  of  his  labors  have  been  so  signal  that  your  Representa- 
tives, together  with  those  of  the  Grand  Encampments  of  this  State, 
felt  fully  authorized  to  extend  to  him,  in  your  behalf,  an  invitation  to 
be  with  us  at  this  our  Annual  Communication,  which  invitation  he 
kindly  honored,  and  at  present  writing  we  have  the  assurance  of  his 
presence. 

degree  of  rebekah. 

Of  this  the  Grand  Sire  says : 

"  Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  some  as  to  the  merits  of  this 
branch  of  our  Order,  and  its  fitness  as  an  agent  in  the  fulfillment  of 
the  great  objects  of  the  institution,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  as  it  is  a 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Order,  though  not  integral,  something  yet  is  to 
be  done  to  make  it  what  it  was  intended  to  be.  In  the  first  place  it 
should  be  universal — it  should  not  be  left  to  State  Grand  Bodies  to 
adopt  it  or  not,  at  pleasure.  Every  Lodge  in  the  Union  should  be  in 
possession  of  it,  to  render  it  universally  serviceable  and  effective  for 
good.  It  can  not  be  denied  that  it  has  already  proved  to  be  a  great 
benefit  in  many  sections  of  the  country.  The  present  law,  compelling 
Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  to  receive  into  membership  the  wife  of  every 
Scarlet  Degree  member  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge  who  may  apply, 
without  subjecting  the  applicant  to  the  ordeal  of  the  ballot-box,  is  re- 
garded as  unjust  and  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  our  Order.  I 
recommend  that  regularly  constituted  Rebekah  Degree  Lodges  be 
authorized  to  pass  laws,  admitting  to  membership  males  and  females  by 
a  majority  vote,  and  that  the  certificate  be  so  amended  as  to  permit  it 
to  be  issued  by  Subordinate  Lodges  as  well  as  by  Rebekah  Degree 
Lodges," 

The  following  resolutions  on  the  subject  were  adopted: 

"  Resolved^  That  any  Degree  Lodges  of  the  Daughters  of  Eebekah 
be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  ballot  on  all  applications  for 
membership  in  such  Lodges,  and  that  a  majority  vote  of  all  members 
present  and  voting  shall  be  necessary  for  an  election  to  membership, 
except  in  such  jurisdictions  as  ma,y  otherwise  provide. 
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"  Resolved^  That  a  time  in  which  a  rejected  applicant  may  renew  his 
application  in  a  Degree  Lodge  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  left  to  jurisdictions  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Body." 

THE    PRESS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

"I  can  not  forbear  doing  an  act  of  justice  to  those  worthy  brothers 
who  are  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  the  press  of  our  Order,  They  are 
employing  their  time,  means,  and  intellect  in  a  work  which  is  doing 
great  good,  not  only  by  enlightening  the  public  mind  upon  the  moral 
and  benevolent  principles  which  characterize  the  institution,  but  also 
in  disseminating  a  knowledge  of  its  organization,  laws,  government 
and  general  usefulness.  There  is  evidently  an  increasing  desire 
among  the  brethren  in  many  localities,  to  become  instructed  in  the 
principles  and  laws  of  the  Order,  and  this  disposition  deserves  encour- 
agement. Each  State  Grand  Body,  as  well  as  each  Subordinate, 
should  have  on  file  one  or  more  of  these  publications." 

Your  Eepresentatives  fully  endorse  every  word  from  the  Grand  Sire 
as  above. 

It  is  impossible  that  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  G.  L.  U.  S.,  or 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction,  can  reach 
the  fireside  of  every  Odd  Fellow  of  Indiana,  and  your  Representatives 
feel  in  duty  bound  to  recommend  that  every  Odd  Fellow  in  this  juris- 
diction subscribe  and  pay  for  at  least  one  publication  of  our  Order. 
The  high  position  to  which  our  journalism  has  attained,  and  the  com- 
plete news  which  it  gives,  oftentimes  in  advance  of  the  reports  of 
Grand  Representatives,  and  our  desire  that  every  member  shall  be 
fully  posted,  warrants  us  in  making  this  recommendation. 

The  very  able  report  of  our  Grand  Sire  closes  with  the  following 
beautiful  paragraph: 

"Upon  a  general  review  of  our  condition,  derived  from  a  very  ex- 
tended personal  visitation,  from  a  massive  and  voluminous  correspond- 
ence, which  is  herewith  submitted,  from  the  files  of  the  office  of  the 
Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  from  the  columns  of  our 
several  periodicals,  and  from  intercourse  and  conversation  with 
brothers  from  every  quarter  of  the  general  jurisdiction,  I  rejoice  to  be 
able  to  say  to  you  that  our  beloved  Order  moves  onward  in  its  great 
work  of  benevolence  and  charity — it  advances  everywhere,  with  a  sin- 
gle exception,  with  that  increasing  volume  and  power,  which  is  ever 
characteristic  of  solid  prosperity;  scattering  broadcast  its  blessings 
among  the  children  of  men;  educating  and  training  all  embraced 
within  its  wide  scope,  to  honor  and  to  usefulness  in  society;  strength- 
ening the  bonds  which  unite  the  people  under  our  happy  political  sys- 
tem;  softening  the  asperities  inevitable  among  the  masses;  subduing 
the  antagonisms  inseparable  from  the  struggles  of  life,  stilling  the 
voice  of  discord,  uplifting  the  fallen,  and  assuring  to  all  men  of  all 
classes,  peace,  love  and  good  will.  May  God  speed  so  noble  a  mission, 
and  vouchsafe  to  its  gallant  votaries,  the  heart  to  love  and  honor  it,  the 
firm  nerve  to  vindicate  it  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  and 
a  zeal  in  its  advocacy  and  promotion  which  shall  falter  not  until  Odd 
Fellowship  shall  cover  the  earth." 

GfRAND  secretary's  REPORT. 

The  report  of  this  officer,  "  who  is  himself  his  only  peer,"  is,  as 
usual,  complete  in  every  particular,  and  gives  such  a  full  and  general 
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report  of  the  doings  of  the  Order  for  the  past  year,  that  it  is  to  be 
regretted  that  it  can  not  find  its  way,  in  tract  form  at  least,  to  the  fire- 
side of  every  Odd  Fellow  in  the  world.  Though  advanced  in  years, 
his  energy  and  love  for  the  Order,  and  his  devotion  to  his  work,  seems 
only  to  receive  new  impulse  from  year  to  year,  as  time  rolls  on.

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SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  D.  G.  SIRE  JOHN  F.  MORSE — GERMANIC 
MISSION. 

This  valued  brother  was  present,  and  placed  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
his  report,  with  correspondence  connected  therewith,  the  whole  of 
which  shows  that  his  duties  have  been  ably  performed. 

His  report  speaks  encouragingly  of  the  workings  of  our  Order  as,  at 
present  established  in  Germany,  and  the  signs  of  the  times  indicate 
that  ere  long  the  march  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Old  World  will  not 
be  far  behind  its  onward  progress  in  the  New. 

Your  Representatives  now  come  to  the  work  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  result  of  which  is  as  follows  ; 

CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

The  only  changes  in  the  Constitution,  was  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing : 

"  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  this  Order  except  free 
white  males  of  good  moral  character,  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe ;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries,  not  on  the  continent  of  North 
America,  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualification  as  to 
age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation." 

AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS. 

The  following  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  were  adopted: 

Article  XXVI.  of  By-Laws,  amended  so  that  the  Article  shall  read  : 
"  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  commence  on  the  first  day 
of  January  and  terminate  on  the  first  day  of  December,  and  all  Grand 
and  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  shall  make  their  annual 
reports  as  required  by  Article  X.,  to  correspond  with  the  fiscal  year. 

Article  X.  of  By-Laws  amended,  so  that  the  last  sentence  shall  read: 
"Said  returns  shall  be  made  to  the  Gr.  Corresponding  and  Recording 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April,  and  shall  be  accompanied 
with  dues  thereon,  in  money  current  at  par  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
Maryland." 

Article  III.  of  By-Laws  amended,  by  striking  out  the  word  "  semi- 
annuallt/,"  and  insert  instead  the  word  ^^  annually,"  so  that  the  Arti- 
cle shall  read:  "  Subordinate  Lodges  and  Encampments  working 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  transmit 
to  the  Gr.  Corresponding  and  Recording  Secretary,  annually^  reports 
containing  the  same  information  as  is  required  from  Gr.  Lodges  and 
Gr.  Encampments,  by  Article  X.  of  these  laws.  The  report  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  dues  in  current  money." 

SUNDAY  WORK. 

The  proposition  to  repeal  the  resolution  which  declares  that  "  no 
Lodge,  Encampment,  or  Degree  Lodge,  shall  hold  any  meeting  for 
work  or  business  on  Sunday,  except  for  funeral  purposes,"  was  lost. 
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DISMISSAL  CERTIFICATES. 


Tlie  proposition  to  change  the  law  of  1870,  in  regard  to  certificates 
of  dismission,  after  considerable  discussion,  was  lost. 


SECRET  WORK. 


It  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  furnish  any  Subordinate  jurisdiction 
with  a  copy  of  the  secret  work  and  diagrams. 

LODGE  TERMS. 

It  was  deemed  inexpedient  to  change  the  law  in  regard  to  terms  af 
Subordinate  Lodges  from  six  to  twelve  months. 

VISITATIONS  OF  GRAND   SIRE. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

Resolved^  That  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  M.  "W.  Grand  Sire, 
a  necessity  shall  occur  for  the  advancement  and  welfare  of  the  Order 
in  any  portion  of  this  jurisdiction,  that  an  official  visit  should  be  made, 
he  shall,  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  be  empowered  to  render  such  service, 
and  the  expense  of  the  same  shall  be  charged  to  this  Grand  Body. 

Resolved^  That  whenever  called  upon  by  any  jurisdiction  to  make 
official  visits,  said  jurisdiction  shall  bear  the  expense  incurred  by  the 
Grand  Sire,  or  his  Deputy. 

FLAG  OF  THE  ORDER. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  crook  upon  the  flag  of  the  Order  be  painted  or 
wrought  in  purple. 

ON  LODGE  NAMES. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  that  hereafter  the  name  of  any  person, 
while  living,  shall  not  be  used  as  the  charter  name  of  any  Lodge  or 
Encampment  to  be  instituted. 

DROPPED  AND  SUSPENDED  MEMBERS. 

The  following  was  adopted : 

''''Resolved,  That  after  one  year  from  the  date  of  suspension,  a  mem- 
ber dropped  or  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  rein- 
stated upon  the  payment  of  the  fee  charged  for  an  initiate  of  the  same 
age,  as  prescribed  by  the  by-laws,  or  such  lesser  sum  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  by-laws  of  the  Lodge  to  which  such  application  is  made;  pro- 
vided such  sum  be  not  less  than  the  amount  of  one  year's  dues  of 
said  Lodge. 

'''Resolved,  That  all  provisions  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

GENERAL  LAWS. 

A  member  has  a  right  to  vote  a  secret  ballot,  and  not  the  right  to 
conceal  or  expose  his  ballot  at  option. 

An  officer  under  charges  can  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  except 
so  far  as  touches  questions  involved  in  said  charge,  and  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed innocent  until  proven  guilty.  His  functions  do  not  cease  while 
the  question  of  his  guilt  or  innocence  is  pending  before  the  Lodge. 

The  introduction  of  a  candidate  to  the  Lodge  finishes  his  initiation. 
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All  voting  in  a  Subordinate  or  Degree  Lodge  is  by  the  U.  S.  of  an 
0.  F.,  unless  otherwise  provided. 

All  legitimate  questions  must  be  put  by  the  N.  G.  to  the  Lodge,  and 
that  officer  has  no  right  to  refuse  to  put  them. 

A  brother  retiring,  and  wishing  to  re-enter  the  Lodge  on  the  same 
evening,  may  use  the  V.  G.'s  P.  W.  for  that  purpose. 

A  brother  holding  a  withdrawal  card,  however  remote  its  date,  is  a 
proper  applicant  for  a  charter  for  a  new  Lodge. 

Persons  related  to  each  other  have  a  perfect  right  to  hold  office,  at 
the  same  time,  in  the  same  Subordinate  Lodge. 

Officers  elect,  having  been  examined  in  the  ante-room,  when  they 
enter  for  installation,  do  not  address  the  Chairs. 

Officers  may  be  installed  in  any  suitable  hall  outside  the  Lodge 
room,  provided  the  public  form  for  installation  is  used. 

The  Warden's  charge  must  be  delivered  by  that  officer  from  his  posi- 
tion in  front  of  the  R.  S.  of  the  N.  G. 

Holding  the  office  of  Chaplain,  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  does  not 
make  the  holder  eligible  for  an  elective  office. 

No  Lodge  or  Encampment,  subordinate  to  any  State,  District,  or 
Territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Encampment,  has  the  right  to  present 
questions  of  law  directly  to  the  Grand  Sire.  All  such  questions  must 
go  through  the  channel  provided  by  the  local  law. 

A  Subordinate  Lodge  is  the  proper  tribunal  to  try  all  cases  of  de- 
linquency when  the  charge  is  cognizable  under  the  laws. 

A  brother  withdrawing  from  his  I^odge  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing (with  others)  a  new  Lodge,  and  failing  to  appear  when  the 
Lodge  is  instituted,  can  not  be  considered  as  one  of  the  charter  mem- 
bers. If  he  subsequently  wishes  to  join,  he  must  present  his  card,  and 
be  balloted  for  according  to  law. 

No  Lodge  or  Encampment  has  the  right  to  refuse  a  dismissal  certifi- 
cate to  a  member  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  who  makes 
proper  application  for  the  same. 

A  State  Grand  Lodge  has  not  the  power  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
the  G.  L.  to  try  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge-  It  may,  however, 
order  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to  try  a  member,  which  order  must  be 
obeyed. 

A  P.  G.  M.  has  a  right  to  announce  his  title  as  such  when  visiting  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  on  ordinary  o'ccasions,  but  is  not  entitled  to  the 
honors,  unless  he  visits  on  official  business. 

The  honors  are  given  to  elective  or  Past  Grand  officers  visiting  out- 
side of  their  own  jurisdictions  after  they  have  addressed  the  Chairs  and 
have  been  introduced  to  the  N.  G.  by  name  and  rank. 

In  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  upon  the  subject,  a  member 
of  any  Subordinate  Lodge  or  Encampment,  desiring  to  prefer  charges 
against  a  member  of  another  Lodge  or  Encampment,  shall  present 
such  in  the  usual  form  to  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  of  which  he  (the 
accuser)  is  a  member,  and  said  Lodge  or  Encampment  shall  forthwith 
forward  to  the  Lodge  or  Encampment  to  which  the  accused  may  belong 
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a  certified  copy  of  the  charges,  over  the  signature  of  the  N,  G.  and  S., 
or  C.  P.  and  S.,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Organization,  and  the 
Lodge  or  Encampment  to  which  such  charges  shall  be  sent  shall  pro- 
ceed to  hear  and  determine  the  same,  in  like  manner  as  if  preferred 
by  a  member  of  his  own  Body. 

Members  holding  dismissal  certificates  may  become  applicants  for 
charters  for  new  Lodges. 

An  elective  officer  of  a  State  Grand  Body  has  no  authority  to  intro- 
duce into  a  Subordinate  Lodge  a  brother  holding  an  expired  with- 
drawal Card. 

No  member  of  the  Order  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  sanction 
the  use  of  any  of  the  titles,  or  the  mottoes,  or  the  initials  thereof,  of 
this  Order,  in  the  prosecution  of  any  private  business  or  enterprise. 

No  member  or  oflScer  of  any  Lodge  or  Encampment  of  this  Order 
shall,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use  of  his  name, 
as  such  member  or  officer,  in  any  private  business  or  enterprise. 

No  member  of  the  Order  shall  use  any  of  its  emblems,  its  name,  or 
any  of  its  titles,  its  mottoes,  or  the  initials  thereof,  in  any  advertise- 
ment or  public  display  not  authorized  by  some  law  of  the  Order. 

Any  member  of  the  Order  or  officer  of  a  Lodge  or  Encampment,  who 
shall  be  guilty  of  any  of  the  offenses  defined  and  set  forth  in  the  pre- 
ceding resolutions,  shall  be  considered  guilty  of  a  fraud  upop  the 
Order,  end  shall  be  suspended  or  expelled  from  membership  at  the 
option  of  his  Lodge  or  Encampment. 

The  foregoing  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  any  periodical  or 
newspaper  published,  or  hereafter  to  be  published  in  the  interest  of 
the  Order. 

No  brother  can  visit  the  G-  L.  IT.  S.  unless  he  is  in  good  standing  in 
his  Lodge  and  Encampment,  a  P.  G.  and  R.  P.  member,  and  in  pos- 
sesson  of  the  G.  L.  Degree,  and  is  vouched  for  by  a  Gr.  Rep.  of  his 
jurisdiction.  * 

Thus  have  we  endeavored,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible,  to  place 
before  you  a  concise  report  of  the  action  of  the  last  G.  L.  U.  S. 

Omissions  may  have  been  made.  We  had  hoped  before  this  to  have 
received  a  revised  and  complete  report  of  the  proceedings,  from  which 
to  correct  our  notes,  but  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  great  fire  destroyed 
the  proof-sheets,  said  proceedings  have  not  yet  been  received. 

The  brotherhood  of  Illinois,  and  especially  of  the  city  of  Chicago, 
honored  themselves  in  honoring  the>Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 
Every  attention  and  kindness  possible  was  extended  to  the  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  through  the  competent  and  estimable  committee 
appointed  by  the  G.  L.  of  Illinois,  during  its  entire  session.  The 
courtesies  of  the  brethren,  with  the  pure  and  bracing  breezes  of  the 
prairie  on  the  one  side,  fanned  with  that  of  the  lake  on  the  other,  and 
the  beauties  of  the  Garden  City,  combined  to  make  one  feel  that  even 
a  little  heaven  might  be  enjoyed  in  the  far-famed  city  of  Chicago. 

But  mark  the  change  !  That  beautiful  city  where  your  Grand  Lodge 
last  met,  has  almost  been  wiped  out  by  the  devouring  element — fire. 
The  beautiful  hall,  so  kindly  appropriated  to  our  use,  with  property 
valued  at  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars,  has  been  destroyed,  and  the 
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pride  of  that  noble  city  brought  low  in  the  dust.  This  should  be  to 
each  of  us  a  fit  reminder  that  nothing  is  stable  here  on  earth,  and  that 
we  too  are  passing  away. 

To-day  two  thousand  of  our  brethren,  with  their  families,  are  suffer- 
ing beyond  measure,  without  home,  food  and  raiment,  and  it  becomes 
us  to  quit  ourselves  like  men,  and  upon  our  stout  arms  and  from  our 
generous  and  overflowing  purses  to  bear  them  up,  until  they  can 
regain  their  former  position.  Your  Representatives  are  glad  to  see 
from  the  public  press  that  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Indiana  are  responding 
nobly  to  the  call  of  our  distressed  brethren.  They  still  need  assist- 
ance and  may  the  open  hand  of  charity  ever  be  extended  and  none  be 
turned  empty  away. 

In  closing  this  report,  your  Representatives  take  the  occasion  to  ac- 
knowledge the  able  assistance  extented  them  by  their  distinguished 
colleagues  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  to 
thank  this  Grand  Body  for  the  honor  which  you  have  done  them  in  se- 
lecting them  to  serve  you  in  so  responsible  and  honorable  position.

REPORT: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

The  undersigned,  of  the  delegates  accredited  by  this  Grand  Body, 
at  the  November  Communication  of  1870,  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  Kentucky,  in  acknowledgment  of  a  like  compliment 
then  paid  this  jurisdiction,  performed  that  agreeable  duty,  at  the  An- 
nual Communication  of  that  Grand  Body,  begun  and  held  on  the  24th 
day  of  October  last  at  the  city  of  Bowling  Green. 

We  were  happily  associated  with  Grand  Patriarch  T-  G.  Beharrell, 
Deputy  G.  Master  J.  W.  McQuiddy,  Grand  H.  Priest  W.  G.  Monroe, 
and  Past  G.  Chaplain  B.  F.  Foster,  who  were  accredited  by  the  Grand 
Encampment  to  perform  a  like  mission  to  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
that  jurisdiction. 

The  delegates  were  accompanied  by  Past  Grand  Solomon  Malbon 
and  John  Reynolds  of  this  jurisdiction. 

We  were  courteously  received  and  hospitably  entertained  in  the  true 
spirit  of  fraternity,  with  the  highest  consideration  for  the  character 
and  dignity  of  the  jurisdiction  we  were  honored  to  represent. 

There  were  present  delegates  accredited  as  visitors  from  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  Tennessee,  with  Past  Grand  Sire  E.  D.  Farnsworth ;  that  dis- 
tinguished and  eminent  Odd  Fellow,  Grand  Representative  Nathan 
Porter  of  California,   fortunately  was  also  present,  and  Past  Grand 
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Master  William   Chidsey  of  Ohio,  who  is  well  and  favorably  known, 
and  they  contributed  much  to  the  interest  of  the  occasion. 

To  the  members  of  Order  at  Bowling  Green  we  are  under  especial 
obligations  for  kind  attentions,  which  likewise  were  extended  by  the 
residents  generally  of  that  beautiful  and  enterprising  city.  We  shall 
gratefully  remember  them  and  the  members  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of 
Kentucky.  The  members  of  these  bodies  are  devoted  Odd  Fellows  of 
the  highest  moral,  intellectual  and  social  worth. 

Such  occasions  are  pleasant  and  honorable  to  delegates,  and  this 
jurisdiction  will  always  receive,  with  pride  and  pleasure,  delegates  who 
may  be  accredited  from  another  jurisdiction.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that,  unless  there  exists  a  special  reason  for  this  Grand  Body  accredit- 
ing delegates  to  visit  a  sister  jurisdiction,  that  it  should  not  be 
practiced  as  a  usage.

"Which  was  adopted. 

The  M.  "VY.  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States  was  introduced  by  the  Grand  Eepresentatives,  and 
received  and  welcomed  by  the  honors  of  the  Order. 

P.  G.  Eichard  Owen,  of  No.  87,  from  the  Special  Commit- 
tee appointed  at  the  last  Semi-Annual  Communication  to 
consider  the  propriety  of  either  modifying  the  mode  of  our 
present  representation  at  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  to  increase 
the  capacity  of  the  present  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  submitted  the 
following 

EEPOET: 

To  the  E.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana  : 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  resolu- 
tion :  "-Resolved,  That  some  appropriate  legislation  is  necessary, 
either  providing  for  a  modification  of  the  present  mode  of  representa- 
tion of  our  Grand  Lodge,  or  to  increase  the  capacity'-  of  our  present 
building,  or  to  rebuild  on  a  larger  scale,  therefore,  that  the  same  be  re- 
ferred to  a  Special  Committee  of  Five,  for  consideration,  who  shall  re- 
port at  our  next  Communication,"  have  given  the  subject  their  earnest 
attention,  and  offer  the  following  report: 

The  Committee,  through  their  chairman,  corresponded  with  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  in  order  to  ascertain  how 
the  modifications  there  adopted  about  twenty  years  since,  had  con- 
tinued to  please  the  members  of  the  Order  in  that  State,  during  the 
period  named.  The  Grand  Secretary  very  courteously  replied  in  the 
subjoined  terms  : 


"Office  of  Grand  Secretary,     1 
Toledo,  Ohio,  July  27,  1871.  / 

'Richard  Owen — Bear  Sir  and  Brother  :  Yours  of  the  19th  inst- 
is  before  me,  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  give  the  desired  infor- 
mation. In  doing  this  I  will  endeavor  to  be  brief  but  clear,  and  will  an- 
swer your  questions  in  the  order  of  their  asking. 

"  1st.  When  our  representative  system  was  adopted,  it  was,  and  con- 
tinues to  be,  founded  on  districts,  which  are  made  up  of  one  or  more 
Lodges,  each  district  containing,  as  nearly  as  possible,  an  equal  num- 
ber of  members,  the  Lodges  composing  it  being  selected  with  regard  to 
their  convenience  and  comity  of  interest.  But  in  reality  we  hold  here 
that  the  interest  of  one  Lodge  is  the  interest  of  all." 

"  2d.  Our  present  system  was  adopted  some  twenty  years  ago,  and 
has  worked  to  the  almost  entire  satisfaction  of  the  Order.  The  only 
dissatisfied  ones  I  think  are  a  few  who  think  that  if  the  representation 
was  more  numerous,  that  thei/  might  stand  a  better  chance  of  being 
elected." 

"  3d.  Past  Grands  are  all  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  as 
free  access  to  its  sessions  as  representatives  ;  but  have  no  right  to 
speak  or  vote  upon  questions  under  consideration.  They  can  all  vote 
for  Grand  Officers,  if  they  attend  their  Subordinate  Lodges  at  the  time 
fixed  for  voting." 

"4th.  Our  Grand  Lodge  consists  of  seventy-eight  representatives, 
most  of  whom  are  usually  in  their  places,  though  of  course  some  may 
be  detained  by  unavoidable  circumstances.  At  our  last  session  I  be-^ 
lieve  there  were  but  two  absentees.  As  our  Grand  Lodge  is  a  movable 
body,  it  is  always  attended  by  a  large  number  of  P.  G.'s  who  come  to 
get  the  G.  L.  Degree,  and  to  witness  the  doings  of  the  Body." 

"  5th.  At  the  organization  of  our  present  system,  we  charged  seven 
(7)  per  cent,  upon  the  minimum  receipts  of  Lodges  for  dues,  degrees 
and  initiations.  That  is,  we  fixed  by  law  the  minimum  sum  to  be 
charged  by  Subordinate  Lodges  as  follows:  For  initiation,  $10.00; 
deposit  of  card,  $2.00;  dues,  $4.00;  degrees  each,  $2.00,  and  Lodges 
might  charge  as  much  more  as  they  pleased ;  but  these  were  the  sums 
upon  which  per  centage  was  to  be  be  paid  to  the  G-  L.  We  have  now 
reduced  our  charge  to  Subordinates  to  three  (3)  per  cent.  That,  how- 
ever, will  prove  to  be  a  little  too  low;  four  per  cent,  will  probably  be 
enough,  and  lay  by  a  small  fund  each  year.  You  will  thus  see  that  we 
tax  Subordinates  very  lightly." 

"  6th.  So  far  as  I  am  advised,  there  is  no  purpose  and  no  desire  to 
change  ourpresent  system.  A  few  years  ago  an  attempt  was  made  to 
increase  the  number  of  Representatives  to  100;  but  on  the  question 
being  taken,  it  met  very  little  support." 

"  It  may  seem  egotistical,  but  v/e  think  we  have  the  best  legislative 
body  in  the  Order;  and  this  superiority  we  claim  arises  from  the  fact 
that  the  number  is  not  unwieldy.  When  I  first  went  into  the  G.  L.  our 
system  was  much  like  your  present  one  ;  but  experience  soon  satisfied 
the  thinking  members  that  the  good  of  the  Order  demanded  a  change, 
and  it  was  made,"

"  I  send  you  a  copy  of  our  Constitution,  and  will  cheerfully  give  you 
all  the  light  I  can  upon  the  subject  of  your  inquiries." 
"  Truly  and  fraternally  yours,

Your  Special  Committee,  in  view  of  the  above  facts,  and  of  the  expe- 
rience derived  from  their  own  and  others'  observation  and  convictions, 
while  connected  with  different  deliberative  bodies,  have  been  compelled 
to  arrive  at  the  following  general  results,  which  are  submitted  for  the 
consideration  of  this  Grand  Body  before  giving  the  final  recommenda- 
tions : 

1st.  That  there  is  a  limit  beyond  which  deliberative  bodies,  desiring 
to  act  promptly  and  in  conjunction,  find  themselves  unwieldy. 

2d.  That  general  experience  places  that  number  at  about  two  hun- 
dred, never  to  exceed  two  hundred  and  fifty. 

3d.  That  our  Representatives,  at  our  last  Semi-Annual  Communica- 
tion numbered  at  least  500,  of  whom  366  were  paid  in  mileage  and  per 
diem  nearly  $5,000. 

4th.  That  the  State  Grand  Bodies  (with  few  exceptions  besides  our- 
selves) have-adopted  a  system  of  limited  representation,  and  Annual 
instead  of  Semi-Annual  Communications. 

5th.  That,  after  adopting  these  modifications,  no  State,  so  far  as  your 
Committee  could  ascertain,  has  gone  back  to  the  old  system. 

6th.  That  the  chief  expense,  connected  with  our  Communications, 
consists  in  the  mileage  rather  than  the  per  diem. 

In  consideration  of  the  above  facts,  your  Committee  feel  justified  in 
recommending  the  annexed  measures  for  adoption: 

1st.  That,  as  it  would  be  a  great  pecuniary  saving,  leaving  annually 
perhaps  $5,000  for  benevolent  purposes,  if  we  convened  less  frequently, 
even  if  we  remained  longer  in  session ;  therefore,  this  Grand  Lodge 
hereafter  meet  only  once  a  year,  which  period  shall  be  during  the 
month  of  November. 

2d.  That  steps  be  taken  by  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  to  dis- 
trict the  State  for  representative  purposes,  and  that  the  result  be  sub- 
mitted, one  year  from  this  Communication,  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and, 
when  approved  by  them,  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  for  ratification  or 
rejection.  If  notified  by  a  majority  of  the  Lodges,  as  ascertained  No- 
vember, 1873,  then  to  take  effect  on  the  representation  for  November, 
1874. 

3d.  That  the  plan  of  enlarging  the  present  Grand  Lodge  building  is 
found  impracticable ;  and  that  the  removal  to  another  lot,  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a  larger  building,  are  steps  deemed  inexpedient. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Legislative  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  amendment 
to  the  Constitution,  submitted  by  P.  G.  Cockrum,  to  render  ineligible 
to  office  any  member  more  than  four  years  out  of  any  term  of  six 
years,  are  of  the  opinion  that  legislation  is  not  expedient.

P.  G.  Eep.  Leonidas  Sexton,  of  No.  35,  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  submitted  the  following 

EEPOET: 

To  the  R.   W.  Grand  Lodge,  I   0.  0.  F.,  of  Indiana: 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  Bro.  James  S.  Thomas,  from  the  action  of  Azur  Lodge, 
No.  250,  in  expelling  him  for  contempt,  have  duly  considered  the  same 
and  make  the  following  report: 
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On  the  15tli  of  Feb.,  18Y1,  said  Bro.  Tbomas  was  charged  in  his 
Lodge  with  having  committed  a  fraud  upon  Bro.  Zach.  Pollard.  Copies 
of  the  charge  and  a  summons  to  appear  before  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  alledged  offence,  was  served  upon  Bro. 
Thomas,  on  the  22d  of  Feb.,  1871.  The  service  of  the  summons  was 
made  by  leaving  a  copy  at  the  house  of  Bro.  Thomas,  some  eleven  miles 
from  the  place  of  trial,  and  the  summons  required  Bro,  Thomas  to 
appear  before  the  committee  on  the  24th,  only  two  days  after  the 
service  of  the  summons.  The  nature  of  Bro.  Thomas'  business  pre- 
vented him  from  going  in  person  to  attend  the  trial.  He  sent  word  to 
a  Brother  to  appear  for  him.  This  word  was  not  received  in  time  to 
enable  the  Brother  to  appear  before  the  committee.  At  the  meeting  of 
the  committee,  the  accused  not  appearing,  the  committee  adjourned,  and 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Lodge  upon  the  following  night,  the  committee 
reported  the  failure  of  the  accused  Brother  to  answer  the  summons. 
Bro.  Huffman,  to  whom  the  accused  had  sent  word  to  appear  and 
answer  for  him,  thereupon  made  a  statement  that  the  accused  had  sent 
him  a  request  to  appear  for  him,  and  give  his  excuse  for  failing  to 
answer  the  summons,  and  that  he,  Huffman,  did  not  receive  the  word 
in  time  to  appear  before  the  committee.  The  Lodge,  without  further 
notice  to  the  accused,  and  without  giving  him  any  opportunity  whatever 
to  explain  his  conduct,  or  purge  himself  of  contempt,  forthwith  ex- 
pelled Bro.  Thomas  for  contempt,  in  failing  to  meet  the  committee. 
It  further  appears  the  summons  was  left  at  accused's  house,  eleven  miles 
distant  from  the  place  where  the  committee  was  to  meet,  in  the  absence 
of  the  accused,  on  the  22d.  On  the  next  day  the  accused  sent  word  to 
Bro.  Huffman  to  appear  for  him  and  make  his  excuse,  and  that  such 
word  was  not  received  in  time  for  Bro.  Huffman  to  meet  the  committee 
on  the  24th  of  the  same  month;  and  that  on  the  25th,  or  the  next  day, 
the  accused  was  expelled  for  contempt. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  ex- 
pelling Bro.  Thomas,  under  the  circumstances,  was  hasty,  inconsider- 
ate and  unauthorized  by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order.  Whether 
the  excuse  of  the  accused,  for  not  meeting  with  the  committee,  was 
sufficient  or  not,  we  need  not  now  decide;  but  his  efforts  made  to 
have  some  one  before  the  committee  to  represent  him,  appears  to 
have  been  made  with  reasonable  dilligence,  and  if  the  accused  had 
received  such  notice  to  appear  before  the  committee,  as  by  reasonable 
effort,  would  have  enabled  him  or  his  counsel  to  get  there,  there  is  no 
reason  to  believe  the  summons  of  the  Lodge  would  have  passed  un- 
heeded. At  all  events  the  accused  should  have  been  given  an  op- 
portunity to  answer  the  charge  of  contempt;  but  instead  thereof,  the 
Lodge  at  once  inflicted  upon  him  the  highest  penalty  known  to  our 
laws.  This  in  our  opinion  was  erroneous;  we  therefore  offer  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  for  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  Azur  Lodge,  No.  250,  in 'expelling  Bro. 
James  S.  Thomas  for  contempt,  be  in  all  things  reversed.

J.  F.  Wildman,  of  ]^o.  131,  from  the  same  Committee,  sub- 
mitted the  following 
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EEPOET: 

To  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge.,  I.  0.  0.  F ,  of  Indiana : 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  A.  H.  Allison,  from  the  action  of  Charlottsville  Lodge, 
No.  277,  in  expelling  him,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and 
submit  the  following  report: 

There  were  several  charges  and  specifications  against  the  brother; 
but  on  the  trial  he  was  acquitted  of  all,  except  one,  in  which  he  was 
charged  with  disputing  the  word  of  a  brother  in  open  Lodge.  The 
evidence  shows  that  what  was  said  by  Bro.  Allison  at  the  time  referred 
to,  was  said  under  great  excitement,  when,  by  a  motion  just  made  by 
the  brother  whose  word  he  disputed,  he,  as  Host,  had  been  required  to 
clear  up  some  filth  about  the  stove  in  the  Lodge  room,  at  which  his 
feelings  were  much  hurt.  Nor  is  it  by  any  means  clear,  from  the  evi- 
dence, that  Bro.

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
matter  of  grievance  said  to  exist  between  the  officers  and  members  of 
Carroll  Lodge,  No.  174,  and  A.  W.  Eldridge,  P.  G.  The  statements 
made  by  four  P.  G.'s  of  said  Lodge,  and  the  record  of  the  proceedings 
as  certified  by  the  officers  of  said  Lodge,  are  so  contradictory,  and 
conflict  in  so  many  important  particulars,  that  it  is  impossible  for  your 
committee  to  come  to  any  definite  conclusion  on  the  merits  of  the  case. 
It  seems  from  the  record  that  on  the  12th  of  October,  1871,  the  N.  G. 
was  in  attendance  at  the  usual  hour,  but  the  Host  being  sick  had  not 
opened  the  hall,  and  he  went  home,  telling  those  present  there  would 
be  no  meeting.  In  a  few  minutes  after  some  five  members  came  in 
and  organized  in  order,  with  a  P.  G.  in  the  chair;  went  through  the 
regular  routine  of  business  and  passed  some  resolutions,  which,  by  a 
vote  of  the  Lodge,  were  expunged  from  the  record  on  the  subsequent 
meeting  night.  To  this  action  P.  G.  Eldridge  took  exception,  and 
appeals  to  this  Grand  Lodge.  From  all  the  evidence  before  us  we  are 
constrained  to  believe  that  both  parties  are  laboring  under  a  misap- 
prehension of  the  motives  of  the  other,  and  that  an  application  of  the 
principles  of  benevolence  and  charity  on  the  part  of  those  who  are 
actively  engaged  in  the  controversy  would  heal  all  their  difficulties. 
Whilst  we  recognize  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  in  its  meeting  on  the  12th 
of  October,  as  being  regular,  we  consider  the  appeal  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  as  not  being  in  accordance  with  our  usage.  The  D.  D.  should 
have  first  been  appealed  to,  and  his  written  decision  first  had.  We 
would  therefore  recommend  that  the  whole  matter  be  referred  back  to 
the  D.  D.  of  said  Lodge  for  his  investigation.

And  can 
he  be  reinstated  by  less  than  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Lodge?"  have 
had  the  same  under  consideration  and  report  as  follows : 

Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F.,  and 
who  has  been  expelled  from  the  Order,  must  present  his  petition  for 
membership,  stating  therein  the  date  of  his  expulsion,  and  for  what 
cause  expelled,  together  with  his  age,  present  occupation,  and  place 
of  residence.  The  petition  must  be  referred  to  the  usual  committee, 
and  if  said  committee  report  favorably  thereon,  the  Noble  Grand 
should  put  the  following  question  to  the  Lodge:  "Will  the  Lodge 
ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jurisdiction  to  grant  a  dispensation  to 

this  Lodge  to  restore  Mr.  to  the  privileges  of  the  Order,"  which

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  T.  J.  Walls,  Guardian  of  Ansel  C.  Walls,  from  the  action 
of  Putnam  Lodge,  No.  145,  in  refusing  to  allow  benefits,  have  given  the 
case  a  careful  consideration,  and  submit  the  following  report : 

The  case  of  A.  C.  Walls  is  a  peculiar  one,  so  far  as  the  disability  of 
that  brother  is  concerned,  and  one  that  we  are  rarely  called  upon  to 
consider.  The  brother  is  insane,  and  this  is  the  cause  of  his  disability. 
His  condition  appeals  to  our  sympathies  with  such  strength  that  we 
have  earnestly  sought  for  som^e  way  by  which  we  could  lawfully  meet 
his  case,  and,  at  the  same  time,  not  infringe  on  the  well-established 
rules  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  But  his  claim  is  the  ordinary  one,  so  far  as 
the  law  is  concerned,  for  benefits  on  account  of  disability,  and  must  be 
controlled  by  the  ordinary  rules  governing  such  cases.  On  the  30th  of 
May,  1871,  Bro.  T.  J.  Walls,  who  is  the  legally  appointed  guardian  of 
A.  C.  Walls,  claimed  that  his  ward  was  entitled  to  benefits.  This  was 
denied,  and  the  Committee  of  Relief,  having  the  matter  called  to  their 
attention,  reported  the  brother  was  not  entitled  to  benefits,  because  of 
his  being  delinquent  for  dues  at  the  time.  But  notwithstanding,  his 
Lodge,  on  the  4th  of  July,  paid  to  a  brother  $14.00  for  watching  with 
the  sick  brother  two  weeks.  This,  however,  was  a  gratuitous  and  gen- 
erous act  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge,  and  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a  rec- 
ognition of  her  liability  to  pay  as  a  matter  of  right.  Some  dissatisfac-' 
tion  having  appeared  in  the  Lodge  and  outside  of  it,  in  reference  to  the 
foregoing  decision  of  the  Relief  Committee,  on  the  lOtk  of  October, 
1871,  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Lodge  directing  the  Relief  Com- 
mittee to  again  examine  into  the  claim,  and  make  a  full  report  of  their 
proceedings,  together  with  all  the  evidence  brought  before  them.  This 
duty  seems  to  have  been  faithfully  performed,  and  on  the  7th  of  No- 
vember, inst.,  that  Committee  reported  their  action  to  the  Lodge,  with 
all  the  evidence  in  the  case.  The  evidence  is  voluminous.  It  estab- 
lishes the  insanity  of  Bro.  A.  C  Walls,  but  the  main  inquiry  was  as  to 
the  time  when  the  disability  began.  Upon  this  question  there  was 
much  evidence  and  not  a  little  conflicting  testimony.  The  brother  was 
reported  sick  to  the  Relief  Committee  on  the  14th  of  July,  1870,  for  the 
first  and  only  time.  The  Lodge  books  showed  he  was  delinquent  from 
the  30th  of  March  previous.  A  number  of  witnesses,  some  of  them 
physicians,  some  of  them  not,  were  called  and  examined,  on  both  sides 
of  the  question,  as  to  the  time  when  the  insanity  and  disabilitj''  com- 
menced. Some  of  the  witnesses  testified  to  cerlain  actions  of  Bro. 
Walls,  indicating  diseased  condition  of  mind  as  early  as  October,  1869, 
while  others,  with  probably  equal  opportunities  to  observe  him,  saw 
nothing  to  awaken  any  luspicion  of  his  entire  sanity,  till  May  or  June, 
1870.  Several  facts  are  given,  showing,  at  least,  considerable  business 
capacity.  He  took  the  Fourth  and  Filth  Degrees  in  this  Order  on  the 
14th  of  December,  1869.  He  conversed  coherently  as  late  as  May, 
1870,  and  about  the  same  time  attended  to  some  difiicult  business  mat- 
ters- The  examination  of  the  Committee  of  Relief  appears  to  be 
thorough,  and  to  have  been  conducted  with  great  care  and  patience  by 
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parties  entirely  competent  to  the  task.  After  due  deliberation,  the 
Committee  of  Relief  find,  from  the  evidence,  that  Bro.  A.  C.  Walls  was 
not  so  diseased  as  to  entitle  him  to  benefits  up  to  the  30th  of  March, 
1870,  at  which  time  he  was  delinquent  for  dues.  The  evidence  cer- 
tainly warranted  the  Committee  in  coming  to  this  conclusion  ;  at  least, 
it  is  not  so  clearly  erroneous  as  to  call  for  the  interference  of  this 
Grand  Lodge.  The  matter  inquired  of  by  the  Committee  was  one 
mainly  of  fact,  of  which  the  Relief  Committee  were  as  competent  to 
judge  as  this  Committee,  or  this  Grand  Lodge,  could  possibly  be.  It 
is  said  the  Relief  Committee  was  interested  in  making  an  adverse  re- 
port. The  same  charge  could  be  made  against  every  adverse  report  of 
a  Relief  Committee,  and  is  not  entitled  to  consideration.  The  law  of 
the  Order  has  constituted  the  Relief  Committee  of  the  N.  G,  V.  G.,  and 
Sec'y,  the  three  highest  officers  of  the  Lodge.  The  fact  that  they 
occupy  these  several  exalted  stations,  is  an  endorsement  of  their  char- 
acter, that  your  Committee  can  not  disregard.  As  the  duties  of  the 
Relief  Committee  are  of  the  most  delicate  and  important  nature,  and 
entirely  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  Order  at  large,  our  fundamental 
law  has  established  by  a  wise  provision,  that  it  shall  be  composed  of 
brothers  who  are  able  to  receive  an  endorsement  from  their  brethren, 
in  being  elevated  to  the  high  offices  of  the  Lodge  by  their  votes.  If  a 
Committee,  so  constituted,  is  not  disinterested,  high-minded  and  honor- 
able, it  is  the  fault  of  the  brethren  who  vote  for  them,  and  the  blame 
must  rest  with  the  individual  members  of  the  Lodge;  and  if  the  Relief 
Committee,  in  this  instance,  is  composed  of  any  other  than  good,  fair 
and  competent  members  of  the  Order,  it  is  a  bitter  reflection  upon  the 
intelligence  and  character  of  the  members  of  Putnam  Lodge.  No.  45. 
This  reflection  your  Committee  is  unwilling  to  make,  and  would  not  be 
justified  in  making,  from  the  record  before  us,  we  therefore  offer,  for 
adoption,  the  following  resolution:

DIGEST   OF  DECISIONS. 


Charges — 

An  officer  under  charges  can  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  ex- 
cept so  far  as  touches  questions  involved  in  said  charge, 
and  is  to  be  presumed  innocent  until  proven  guilty.  His 
functions  do  not  cease  while  the  question  of  his  guilt  or 
innocence  is  pending  before  the  Lodge 456 

A  Subordinate  Lodge  is  the  proper  tribunal  to  try  all  cases  of 
delinquency,  when  the  charge  is  cognizable  under  the 
laws. 457 

A  member  desiring  to  prefer  charges  against  a  member  of  anoth- 
er Lodge-shall  present  such  in  the  usual  form  to  the  Lodge 
of  which  he  (the  accuser)  is  a  member,  and  said  Lodge 
shall  forthwith  forward  a  certified  copy  of  the  same,  over 
the  signature  of  the  N.  G.  and  S.,  and  attested  by  the 
seal  of  the  Lodge ;  and  the  Lodge  to  which  such  charges 
shall  be  sent  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the 
same,  in  like  manner  as  if  preferred  by  a  member  of  his 
own  Body • 457

Dismissal  Certificates — 

No  Lodge  has  the  right  to  refuse  a  dismissal  certificate  to  a  mem-

Members  holding  dismissal  certificates  may  become  applicants 

for  charters  for  new  Lodges 458 
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Dropped  and  Suspended  Members — 

Hereafter  members  suspended  or  dropped  for  non-payment  of 
dues,  may  be  reinstated  upon  the  payment  of  a  sum  not 
less  than  the  amount  of  one  year's  dues,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Sed.  3,  Chap,  IV,  General 
Laws 467 

Expelled  Members — 

Any  person  desiring  to  become  a  member  of  the  I.  0.  0.  F., 
and  who  has  been  expelled  from  the  Order,  must  present 
his  petition  for  membership,  stating  therein  the  date  of 
his  expulsion,  and  for  what  cause  expelled,  together  with 
his  age,  present  occupation,  and  place  of  residence.  The 
petition  must  be  referred  to  the  usual  committee,  and  if 
said  committee  report  favorably  thereon,  the  Noble  Grand 
should  put  the  following  question  to  the  Lodge:  "Will 
the  Lodge  ask  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  jairisdiction  to 

grant  a  dispensation  to  this  Lodge  to  restore  Mr.  — ^ 

to  the  privileges  of  the  Order?"  which  que&tion  shall  be 
decided  by  ballot,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
present  vote  in  the  affirmative,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary to  immediately  make  out  said  request  and  forward 
the  same  to  the  R.  W.  Grand  Secretary,  certified  in  due 
form.
